Kills 3 in 
Iran City 


Tehran, Iran, Dec. 6 CD—At 
least three persons were killed 
and more than 200 injured today 
in a five-hour battle between 
5.000 yelling Communists and 
2.000 police and troops backed 
by angry mobs of nationalists. 
It was the bloodiest violence jn 
Tehran since June, when riots re­ 
sulted in more'than 20 dead. 
Police and troops got control cf 
the situation early this afternoon, 
after using tear gas, fire hoses, 
rifle butts and clubs. At least two 
rioters were wounded by police 
gunfire, although most of the po­ 
lice fired into the air.

Republican legislative leaders, 
however, accused the.

Juror Says Justice Agency 
Tries to *Keep Lid on Truth9 


San Francisco, Dec. 6 CD—A 
former juror’s charges that the 
Justice Department is trying to 
“keep the lid on the truth" today 
eclipsed a federal grand jury 
probe of the Northern California 
Federal Internal Revenue Bureau. 
The accusation was made by 
Mrs. Hilary Crawford, wife of a 
San Francisco attorney, in letters 
to Sen. Richard Nixon (R.-Calif.) 
and Rep. Patrick J. Hillings (R.- 
Calif.). 
Mrs. Crawford said government 
prosecutors subjected her to an 
“inquisition" that made her ill, re­ 
sulting in her release from the 
grand jury in September. 
She 
was elected 
secretary of the 
grand jury and served for six 
months. 
Assistant U. S. Attorney Robert 
McMillan, director of the investi­ 
gation, denied the charge end said 


he knew nothing of any inquisi­ 
tion. 
Joseph Karesh, another assist­ 
ant lf. S. attorney accused by 
Mrs. Crawford, also denied the 
charges. “We conducted ourselves 
with the utmost propriety,” he 
said, “and I most strenuously 
deny that our questioning was in 
any way incorrect. Everything 
that was said to her was taken 
down in the official transcript, and 
the transcript will bear that out.” 
In Whittier, Calif., Hillings said 
he intends to ask a congression­ 
al investigation—leading to pos­ 
sible impeachment proceedings— 
of rulings by three federal judges 
during the seven-month grand 
jury probe. He did not name the 
judges. 
Contents of Mrs. Crawford’s 
letters were disclosed in Washing­ 
ton and confirmed by her in San 
Francisco.

Munsan, Korea, Dec. 6 ID— 
The allies today agreed to go 
along with a Communist demand 
that only specified points be sub­ 
ject to inspection during a Ko­ 
rean armistice. 
The concession was part of a 
new UN eight-point plan for solv­ 
ing the bitter dispute over polic­ 
ing an armistice. 
While allied truce negotiators 
abandoned their demand for un­ 
restricted behind-the-lines inspec­ 
tions, 
they 
insisted 
that 
the 
checks be made by joint allied- 
Red teams. 
The Reds reacted immediately 
—and unfavorably—to the allied 
proposal, said a UN spokesman, 
LL Col, Howard Levie. 
The Communists want all in­ 
spections made by representatives 
of neutral nations. The UN com­ 
mand has not formally rejected 
this idea. 
Old Argument Heard 
Levie said the Communist dele* 
gates repeated their old argu­ 
ment that the use of joint inspec­ 
tion teams would interfere with 
the internal affairs of the North 
Korean people. 
Levie emphasized, however, that 
allied negotiators did not regard 
the Red reaction as a rejection of 
the eight-point program.

3. A 'military armistice commis­ 
sion named by military com­ 
manders be responsible-for super­ 
vision of the armistice. 
Freedom of Movement 
4. The commission have au­ 
thority to check at ground, sea 
and air ports of entry and com­ 
munication 
centers 
throughout 
Korea. Members of the commis­ 
sion have freedom of movement 
over all principal lines of com­ 
munication.

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FINDING GOOD EGGS 
A difference of opinion as to what con­ 
stitutes good dried eggs would be expected 
fey anyone acquainted with them. The vari­ 
ance extends to the government and it is 
costing the taxpayers money, says a Senate 
subcommittee on preparedness. The sub­ 
committee investigated a deport that the 
Army had bought nearly five million pounds 
of dried eggs at $1.39 a pound while the 
Department of Agriculture was offering fifty 
million pounds for sale at Bl .04 a pound. It 
found the report to be true, and the reason 
to be that Army specifications * for dried 
eggs are higher than those of the Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture, which buys them t<fc 
support egg prices. If the department’s eggs 
remain unsold, the taxpayer loses. The in­ 
vestigators also learned that the inspection 
Systems of the two departments overlap. 
The subcommittee did not suggest that 
the Army standards should be lowered, for 
that would probably be undesirable. But lf 
the Department of Agriculture used similar 
specifications, it would be able to turn some 
of its eggs over to the Army and probably 
also to the other services, saving several mil­ 
lion dollars a year. If the Department of 
Agriculture took care of the poultry inspec­ 
tions which the Army now conducts, an ;

Allen Seed, Jr.,.an official of the National 
Municipal League who has toured 65 cities 
ti 45 states, reports that there is a mount* 
big wave of indignation that may sweep out 
Of office all those who have tolerated or col­ 
laborated with organised crime. He credits 
the Kefauver Committee with making peo­ 
ple aware of official corruption and giving 
Impetus to the reform movements. 
Reform of crime controls is undoubtedly 
Deeded, and the various investigating com­ 
mittees which have helped to stir up the 
people deserve acclaim. But too often such 
things are done in spurts, and after the 
Cleanup is over the old inaction is allowed to 
set in and things revert to their original 
State. 
The criminal and the corrupt politician 
Will be lurking around the comer in com­ 
munities where their power has been 
checked. At the first sign of indifference or 
laxness they will be ready to return, and 
their corruptive influence may be greater 
than before. 
More than occasional reform is needed to 
preserve decent government. The constant 
interest of voters will assure election Of of­ 
ficials who will do the job honestly and efr 
fluently so that new reforms will not be 
necessary.

When we see a man or woman disfigured with 
a chronic skin disease, moat of us feel that if the 
disease could be cured or made less unsightly, that 
would be the end of the story. However, our akin 
specialists, psychologist* and psychiatrists tell ut 
that the chronic skin disease may be a starting 
cause of other conditions present, and that these 
conditions are just as important to tha patient's 
health and happiness as the skin ailment, 
lh The British Lancet, Dr. M. Hewitt states that 
to date little attention has been paid to occupa­ 
tional resettlement of cases of prolonged incapacity 
through skin disease. Baaed on his experience in 
employment exchanges in the northwest of Eng* 
land, he comments on the extent of the problem 
and on the resettlement results in a group of 
these patients. He reviews the history of 50 unem­ 
ployed persons who had failed to adapt themselves 
to their skin disability. 
These 90 patients (43 men and 7 women) were 
medically examined and their occupational, social 
and medical history taken in detail, 
It was evident that unemployment among them 
was due to more than one factor. These factors 
Were investigated carefully. 
The findings show that the skin disease Itself 
was much less important than moat of the other 
factors interfering with their employment. The 
important causes of unemployment were social and 
domestic problems and unsatisfactory work records, 
It was seen also that Imperfect mental adapts* 
tlon to chronic disability plays a great part in 
long-continued sick absence from work ana unem­ 
ployment amongst disabled persons, particularly 
those with chronic skin discase. 
Dr. Hewitt believes that his investigation serves 
to show the close relation between the disability 
state, social environment and occupational record; 
it illustrates also that each of these factors can be 
fully appreciated only by consideration of all the 
other factors. 
I believe moat of us would react to chronic akin 
disease or other disability aa did the workers men­ 
tioned above. Calling attention to the above reac­ 
tion to a chronic disease should be of interest to 
doctors, employers, all of us in fact.

“The expression stems from 
Colonial days when a gun, once 
acquired, was seldom scrapped or 
disposed of for a new one. When 
a part wore out or was broken, a 
new part was made or procured. 
Completeness was indicated by 
‘lock, stock and barrel* or the, 
whole gun.” He also has a detail 
explanation of that tort covering 
“Just a flash in the pan.** A part 
of it reading: “When the flint and 
steel made the sparks, and ignited 
the powder in the pan, but the 
powder in the pan, although it 
flared brightly, failed to light the 
powder in the barrel then the re­ 
sults were obvious. The gun did 
not go off. although it gave most 
of the indications of having done 
so. It looked good, but accom­ 
plished nothing."

Given to Vets 
Back From Korea

INSURANCE AFTER 
DISCHARGE 


Two new types of low-cost Gov­ 
ernment life insurance are avail­ 
able to eligible veterans of the 
U. S. Armed Forces who served 
anywhere in the world since the 
Korean Campaign started on June 
27, 1950. 
The first of these two types is 
a non-convertible five-year level 
premium rate 
for 
the then-at­ 
tained age. 
The second type is a special j 
form of National Service Life In­ 
surance, on either term or penna- j 
nent plans, that may be issued to j 
disabled veterans whose disabili- j 
tics have been found to be scrv- 1 
ice-connected. 
In this article, we will discuss 
only the five-year level premium j 
term plan. The special N SH pro- 1 
vided for disabled veterans will 
be discussed in the next article. 
To qualify 
for 
the 
five-year 
level premium term policy (under 
Section 621 of the NSLI A ct).' 
veterans must have been ordered 
to active duty for 
31 
days 
o r' 
more; 
they 
must 
have served 
since June 27, 1950. 
and 
they 
must have been released from ac­ 
tive service. 
These 
veterans 
are 
eligible, 
without physical examination for 
a five-year level premium 
term 
policy in amounts ranging from 
$1,000 to $10,000, less any other 
Government 
life 
insurance 
in 
force at the time of application. 
They must apply in writing to j 
Veterans Administration, Wash­ 
ington 25, D. C . within 120 days 
after their release or separation 
from active service, and pay the 
required first premium. 
The premium rates 
for 
most 
ages under this 
policy 
are 
the 
lowest of any Government life in­ 
surance yet 
authorized 
by 
the : 
Congress. 
While this policy may be re­ 
newed every five years at the p re -1 
mium rate for the then-attained 
age, it is not convert ibl 
to any 
other plan of Government life in- j 
surance, nor will it earn dividends. 
Because it is a term policy run­ 
ning for only five years, it does 
not have any loan value, cash 
surrender value, or extended in­ 
surance value. 
It 
merely 
pro­ 
vides 
life 
insurance 
coverage j 
while premiums ara being paid 
for the five-year period. 
A veteran taking out this type j 
of policy may name any person 
or persons, firm or corporation, or 
his estate as the beneficiary or j 
beneficiaries to whom payments j 
shall be made in 
event 
of 
his < 
death while the policy is in force 
under premium-paying conditions. 
Death payments made to the 
beneficiary or 
beneficiaries 
are 
exempt from taxation, but the ex- { 
exption does not extend to any j 
property 
bought 
with

money. These payments also are 
fully exempt from claims of credi­ 
tors against the insured veteran 
or his beneficiary or beneficiaries, 
but this exemption does not apply 
against the United States. 
Veterans who plan to apply for 
this insurance may do so immedi- 
ately following separation or re­ 
lease from active service, but they 
must meet requirements within

Cinderella Tradition Needs Careful Scrutiny

“Cinderella’s elder step-sister sneered. ‘What, you go to the ball?’ 
she cried disdainfully. The younger step-sister laughed shrilly. 'You 
raggedly girl,’ she ordered, ‘go back to your cinders where you 
belong . . .’ ” 
As we all know*, Cinderella did as she was told. 
In the Fall issue of Understanding the Child, a publication of the 
National Association tor Mental Health, psychologist Dr. Hanna Colm 
calls for a new deal on our unrealistically ‘‘loving” books and stories 
for children. 
* 
I am delighted that she has. 
Just look at this girl Cinderella, if you please. Is she entitled to the 
name of heroine? Why? She passively submits to family tyranny and 
solves the problem of getting a ball gown by passing the buck to a 
Fairy Godmother. 
Well, she does, doesn’t she? Heroines are traditionally supposed to 
solve their problems themselves. Unless that Fairy Godmother made 
a point of bein** around every time Cinderella disagreed with her hus­ 
band, every time her children tried to bully her. Cinderella is going 
to end up a pretty put-upon lady- one of those frail delicate beings 
that has to reach for the smelling-salts every time a voice is raised. 
We really don’t want Babs or Johnny getting the idea that sub­ 
mission to family tyranny is rewarded by pumpkin coaches and royal 
weddings. Because it isn’t. 
"With our unrealistically ‘loving’ books,” writes Dr. Colm, "we 
leave children alone with the most frightening feelings of hate and 
envy, instead ot helping them to accept and integrate their bad feel­ 
ings after which good ones can emerge. There is a place for children’s 
books which encourage the child in his every-day feelings; books which 
let him know that all children feel this way, and should.” 
PATRONIZING THE PLASTIC MINDS 
Please let nobody run off with the impression that I like taking 
pot shots at traditions, like Cinderella. I am all for traditions. But I 
am also for giving tho same careful scrutiny to ideas which the past 
imposes on us as we give to new ideas our ow*n generation tries to sell 
us. What we're after is truth, old or new. 
So, as I believe that Cinderella and her ilk are overrated people, I 
think that Dr. Colm has rendered us a service. Much of our juvenile 
literature is both misleading and patronizing. Maybe it is time to de­ 
mand the same truth, the same realism, in children’s books that we 
like in our ow n. 
They have a far deeper influence on plastic young minds than we 
suspect. Their heroes and heroines represent approved attitudes and 
conduct to little boys and girls. 
If Hahs is struggling with fierce resentment of an older sister’s 
teasing, Cinderella is a bad example. In effect, Cinderella says to Babs, 
"Just put up with it, my dear. Go up to your bedroom and cry as I 
went down to my cinders and w'rpt—and you may get a Prince out 
of it.” 
If Johnny is struggling over the memory of his parents’ argument 
at breakfast, his story about a little fire engine’s adventure does noth­ 
ing to reassure him that mothers and fathers often disagree. 
So when we read Cinderella to our little daughter, let’s remember 
that Princes are not acquired by creeping aw*ay from aggression. 
After we close the book we might say, “My, what a scare cat she 
was! I wonder why she didn’t say to her sisters, ‘Not another flounce 
will I sew in this house until you learn to be nice to me!’ ” 
Isn’t that exactly what we’d want Babs to do in Cinderella’s po­ 
sition?

(By The Associated Press) 
Egg prices dropped sharply this 
week to the lowest levels since 
the end of May. 
Popular pork 
cuts and smoked items were low­ 
er in many places, 
and many 
stores 
reduced 
frying and broil­ 
ing chickens. 
Beef, lamb and veal were gen­ 
erally 
unchanged, 
while 
butter 
continued its weeks-long climb, 
advancing one to three cents a 
pound.

Tmkiksgiving Day, with around 
five cents of the reduction oc­ 
curring since last weekend.

Four Factors for Drop 
There were four main factors 
for the big drop, which was the 
sharpest this year: 
1. Demand lapsed after Thanks­

hack on their food buying gen­ 
erally. 
2. An unusual stretch of warm 
weather, almost n a t i o n w i d e , 
stimulated 
egg 
production 
and

3. Hatcheries reduced their op­ 
erations, as is customary at this 
time of year. It takes about 21 
days to hatch eggs into chicks,

Reach Neic High

Wholesale food prices, a< meas­ 
ured by Dun & Bradstreet food 
index, this week dropped below' 
the year-ago level for the first 
time since early April of 1950. The 
index at $6.68 was off three cents 
from last week and compared with 
$6.77 a year ago. 
It represents 
the total wholesale cost of one 
pound each of 31 foods in general 
use.

The 3,000 voluntary .tubercu­ 
losis associations throughout the 
country affiliated with the Na­ 
tion Tuberculosis Association are 
currently conducting the 45th an­ 
nual Christmas Seal Sale to raise 
funds to fight tuberculosis during 
1952. The Christmas Seal cam­ 
paign opened November 19 and 
continues until Christmas. 
Voluntary tuberculosis associa­ 
tions, working with the medical 
profession 
and 
otlicial 
health 
agencies, have fought the dread 
killer, tuberculosis, for more than 
four decades. Although we can 
point 
to 
significant 
progress 
against the discase since the na­ 
tionwide 
anti-tuberculosis cam­ 
paign was launched at the turn 
of the century. TB today kills 
more people in the United States 


' than all other infectious diseases 
combined. 
Tuberculosis has been forced 
down from first to seventh place 
among 
the 
leading 
causes 
of 
death in this country, j^ t TB is 
killing at the rate of IOO per day, 
one person every 13 minutes. 
Furthermore, the disease is at­ 
tacking about 100,000 persons a 
year in this country and it is esti­ 
mated there are 500,000 persons 
in the United States today with 
active tuberculosis. Only half of 
this number arc known to the 
health 
authorities. Among 
the 
250,(XN) TB victims who are un­ 
known to the health authorities, 
many do not even* know they are 
ill because tuberculosis does not 
reveal itself with apparent symp­ 
toms when it first strikes. 
The search for unknown tuber­ 
culosis must lie made among ap­ 
parently healthy people. To pre­ 
vent the spread of tuberculosis, 
all persons with active cases of 
the disease must be found and 
steps taken to see that they are 
placed promptly under treatment. 


'Case finding constitutes one of 
the major phases of the work of 
the voluntary tuberculosis asso­ 
ciation.

To Kill Oleo Ban 


Albany, N. Y., Dec. 9 
—Gov­ 
ernor Dewey, who owns a dairy 
farm at Pawling, may ask the 
1952 Legislature to repeal New 
York 
state’s 
66-year-old 
ban 
against the sale of pre-colored, 
yellow oleo. 
Informed 
sources 
speculated 
today that Dewey would take an 
active role during the coming 
legislative session, which starts 
Jan. 9, to help overcome the 
dairymen’s traditional opposition 
to a repealer. 
The governor reportedly has 
told some legislators he believes 
a law to kill the state’s present 
oleo restrictions is sure to be 
enacted eventually, and that the 
issue mav as well be faced in 
1952. 
Early in the 1950 legislative 
session. Dewey came out flatly in 
favor of permitting the sale of 
pre-colored oleo. He told a news 
conference 
at 
that 
time 
he 
thought thf present state ban 
was unwise 
and that 
"people 
ought to be able to buy what 
they want to buy." 
He added that he did not think 
oleo would give unfair competi­ 
tion to butter. 
"I never did think so, and I'm 
a dairy farmer,” the governor 
said.

turned the Fort Jay guardhouse 
into “the awfullest mess I’ve ever 
seen." 
The officer. Maj. Stephen Ne­ 
meth, Jr., personnel officer at the 
guardhouse on Governor’s Island, 
was a witness at court m artial 
proceedings 
against 
seven 
sol­ 
diers. 
The seven are charged with 
m utiny and riot. The maximum 
penalty upon conviction is death. 
Another 
witness, 
Sgt. 
First 
Class Victor F. Slater told the 
court m artial the 375 guardhouse 
prisoners were “roving about from 
cell to cell, destroying property, 
tearing 
down 
communication 
boxes, ripping bunks and wash­ 
basins, tearing up m attresses and 
pillows, and throwing equipment 
from cell tiers to the courtyard 
below.” 
Slater said the prisoners shouted 
“Cheeks will not go to the black 
box.” 
Pvt. Jam es A. Cheeks, 20, of 
New York, is one of the seven de­ 
fendants 
before 
the

court m artial board. 
Held In Solitary 
The black box w’as described as 
a nest of small cells where unruly 
prisoners were held in solitary 
confinement. 
Slater said the trouble started 
about 5:30 a. rn. when he ordered 
the prisoners returned to their 
cells because they were making 
too much noise at breakfast. 
Later, he said, Cheeks and an­ 
other defendant.

Demands to See Officer 
But he said Cheeks demanded 
to see the prison officer “then and 
there.” Slater said he told Cheeks

“I don’t give a damn what it 
constitutes.”

Slater said the two then re­ 
joined fellow prisoners and sta rt­ 
l'd a ram page shouting “they were 
tired of being treated as though 
they were dogs, that they were 
not dogs and weren’t going to 
stand being treated as such.’’

ECAC Will Get 
7-Point Program 
On Sports Reform 


New York, Dec. 6 
A seven- 
point program to combat profes­ 
sionalism, subsidization and aca­ 
demic deficiency in intercollegiate 
athletics will be presented to the 
Eastern College Athletic Confer­ 
ence next week. 
The plan, drawn up by Asa S. 
Bushnell, ECAC commissioner and 
president of the National Associa­ 
tion of Collegiate Commissioners, 
calls for the elimination of all re­ 
cruiting of athletes. 
It also would do away with spe­ 
cial subsidies for the athletes un­ 
less they are based on a proven 
need. 
Bushnell would make the college 
presidents personally responsible 


I for upholding the code, with a roll 
call by the National Collegiate 
Athletic Association at intervals of 
about six months. 
If the plan is approved by the 
eastern group it probably will be 
presented to the NCAA at its an­ 
nual meeting in January. 
The seven points outlined by 
Bushnell are; 
1. Rigid 
admissions 
standards 
for all colleges set by collegiate ac­ 
crediting agencies; matriculation 
open only to young men of "edu- 
catability” ; respectably high aca­ 
demic requirements for mainte­ 
nance of class standing. 
2. No lowering of standards for 
students who also are athletes. 
3. Loss of athletics eligibility by 
students not making normal prog­ 
ress toward academic degree. 
4. All scholarship awards re­ 
served for students of good schol­ 
arship and awarded on competitive 
basis, with competition open alike 
to Athletes and non-athletes. 
5. Academic ability an absolute 
requisite for award of scholarships, 
but other talents also considered. 
6. Loans and grants-in-aid re­ 
served for those students who ac­ 
tually need them and can demon­ 
strate their need. 
7. No recruiting by coaches; no 
proselyting or subdizing; no try­ 
outs or all-expenses-paid campus 
visits; no lavish entertainment of 
prospects; no extravagant prom­ 
ises by alumni.
